Secretary Brown alluded to the re- 
placement missiles by saying that “all 
but one of these new missiles will have to 
be restricted to quite^limited modifica-

While the treaty would not 
allow the new systems to differ signifi- 
cantly in. weight and size from existing 
missiles,' the aides said, the r.aw genera- 
tion of missiles could still be more accu- 
rate and reliable and would be easier to 
maintain.
